Methinks I {ce that Modeſty, that Peaceable remper ot 
Soul, that humble Geſture of Body betore the Altar, 
which inſpired the beholders with Devotion to God,and 
reſpect tor her : God retribute theſe holy diſpoſitions with 
the ten put of Celeſtial joys. Death has onely changed 
a mortal and tading Beauty for an Immortal one. That 
delicate whiteneſs , the Symbol of her Innocency and 
Candour of her Soul, has onely, it a man may fo ſpeak, 
withdrawn it ſelf to appear more ittuſtrated by a Divine 
light : ſhe walks with the Lamb, for fhe is worthy. The 
uprightneſs of her Heart withour diflimulation, ranks 
her in the number of thoſe of whom St. John ſpeaks the 
words, which precede thoſe of my Text, that Lying is 
wot found in their Mouth, nor any diſguile in their Con- 
verfation: and therefore are they without Spot before the 
Throne of God. 1n ette&, the is without reproach before 
God and Men. Calumny could not attack any part of 
her Life, from her Childhood to her Death ; and an Ho- 
nour fo unſpotted,is a precious pertume which recreates 
both Heaven and Earth. 

My Lord, Behold this great ſpeRacle : can TI better 
comfort you and the Princes which attend you, than by 
thewing you in the midit of this reſplendent company, 
and in thus glorious ſtate,a Mother ſo beloved and regret, 

ted ? 
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red? Lews himſelf , whoſe conſtancy cannotrvanquith 
his juſt grief, will find it more appeaſable by this conſt- 
deration. But that which ought to be your only com- 
fort, ought, My Lord, likewiſe tobe your Example;and 
raviſht with the Immortal Splendor of ſo regular and 
irreprochable a life, 'tis your duty to tranſmit the Excel- 
lency of itinto your own. 

How rare is it , Chriſtians, how it 1s rare , again I 
fay, to find this Purity. amongſt men, but eſpecially a- 
mong{t the great ones ? Thoſe whom you ſee cloarhed with gece., 1 2. 
a white garment, thoſe,\ays St. Fohn, came from great afflicli- 14 
en, tO intorm vs, that this Divine whitene's is commons= 
ly torm'd under the Croſs,and ſeldom under the tempt- 
10g ſlate of worldly greatneſs. 

And yet, Gentlemen, it is true, that God by his mira» 
culousGrace has been pleaſed to chooſe theſe innocent 
Souls amongſt Kings. Such was St. Lewis, ever pure and 
holy trom his Childhood ; and Mary Tereſe his Daughter 
has receiv'd this excellent inheritance trom him. 

Let us enter, Gentlemen, into the Deſigns of Provi- 
dence, and admire the bounty of God, bettowed on us 
and all people in the election of this Princeſs. God has 
raiſed her up on - the pinacle. of worldly greatneſs, to 
make the purity and regularity of her Lite the more 
confpicuous and exemplary. Thus her Lite and Death 
equally full of Graceand Holineſs, become an inſtru. 
ton to all Mankind. Our age cannot expett a more 
perte& example , for there cannot be the like Purity in 
fo high an eſtate. Here's in ſhort what I have to fay of 
the moſt Pious of Queens ; ſhe had nothing but what 
was Auguſt in her Perſon, nothing but what was Pure in 
her Lite. Come hither all ye people of the earth,come 
and behold in the chiefeſt rank , the rare and Majeſtick 
Beauty of a Vertue ever conſtant. In fo regular a lite, 
it. matter'd not the Princeſs where death ſtrook ; there

God who of one man form- 
ed all Mankind, as ſpeaks Si.Pau! , and trom this com- 
mon ſpring fl/s the whole earth, has foreſeen and prede- 
ſtinated from all Erernity both All'ances and Diviſions, 
marking the time, adds he, and tctting bounds ro the ha- 
bitations of the world. 

"Twas Ged then whocxalted the Queen by her great 
Birth to an Auguſt Allyance , rhat we might behold her 
honoured above al! women in her age, for having bcen 
beloved , eſteemed, and alas too foon lamented by the 
gercatelt of Mortals. 

I cannot bur ſlight thoſe Philoſophers Judgments,w ho 
meaſuring the Councils of God by their own thoughts, 
make him only Author of a certain general Order ; as 
if, hike us, he had only general and confuſed views of 
tings, and the Sovereign intelligence could not compre- 
hend in its deſigns, particular matters, which alone do 
truly fubſiſt. Doubt not Chriſtians, but God has prepa- 
rcd inhis Eccrnal Councils the firſt Families which are

the Source of Nations; and in all Nations dominant 
Qualities, whereon depend their Fortune. He has like- 
wiſe ordain'd in Nations particular Families whereot they 
conſiſt, but eſpecially thoſe that muſt govern theſe Na- 
tions, and particularly in theſe Familics all men by which 
they mult riſe or fall. 

'The two puilſſant Families whence the Queen came; 
that of France and Auſtria, is an Efie& ot theſe Divine 
Decrces, which balance humane attairs, to what degree 
and time, God knows, not we. 

'Tis obſervable in Scripture, that God gives to Royal 
Families certain proper Characters; as that which the 


Syrians, although Enemies to the Kings of Fae, attri-. 


buted to them, in thele words: We are informed that the 
Kings of the Houſe of Iſrael are merciful. | 

I ſhall not conſider now the particular CharaGters gi- 
ven to the Houſes of France and Auſtria, nor mention 
that the Counſels of the Houle of Auftria were more 
fear'd ; and that there always appear'd ſomething more 
vigorous in the Arms and Courage of that of Fraxce. 
Now that by a particular Grace thcle two Characters are 
apparently united in our favour, I ſhall onely obferve 
that which was the Queens Glory, wiuch was, that God 
had given to theſe two Houfes whence ſhe came, Picty 
for their Inheritance : fo that ſhe could fay with the A- 
poſtle S. Pau! . God whom my Family has always ſerv'd, 
and to whom Iam dedicated by my Axceſtors. 


Now ſhould we ſpeak particularly of the Houſe of 


Auſtria, what was ever more !:luſtrious 2 which for jour 
hundred years has furnifh'd the World with ſuch a 
ſtock of Emperours, «nc Kings. ana Noble Princes, that
